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Allowable Subject Matter 

It is in the opinion of the examiner that the art of record neither anticipates nor renders 
obvious "a first encoder roller adapted to measure a speed of the lithium or lithium alloy sheet at 
an entrance of the lamination apparatus; a first tension roller having a load cell adapted to 
measure the tension on the lithium or lithium alloy sheet at the entrance of the lamination 
apparatus. . .a second encoder roller adapted to measure the speed of the lithium or lithium alloy 
film of reduced thickness at an exit of the lamination apparatus; wherein the thickness of the 
lithium or lithium alloy film of reduced thickness is determined by a speed differential between 
the first and second encoder roller. . .a second tension roller having a load cell adapted to measure 
the tension on the lithium or lithium alloy film of reduced thickness at the exit of the lamination 
apparatus; and; a winding roll for winding the lithium or lithium alloy film of reduced thickness, 
said winding roll connected to a driving means, the driving means responsive to signals from the 
load cell of the second tension roller for winding the lithium or lithium alloy film of reduced 
thickness under a controlled tension" in combination with the rest of the claimed limitations set 
forth in the independent claim. 

Searching by the Examiner yielded prior art as cited in the previous Office Actions. 
Based on Applicant's arguments and the Examiner's review of the Office Action mailed on April 
25, 2008, the subject matter is deemed to be allowable. Further explanation can be reviewed in 
the Applicant's arguments filed on August 25, 2008. Therefore, it is concluded by the examiner 
that claims 13, 15-17, and 19-23 of the present invention are allowable. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
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fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for
